Full Prccwdinsj of The Initial Performance 


Of The RhJnetander Aldermen. 


The first meeting of the common 


council was an InteiviUng one. A 
long keen-bladod raior shapctl tool 


rjcononi}-" wa« bnmghtout 


early in the evening, and n number 
of the Aldermen took a hand In 
swinging It. It struck all thesalaries 
andnowaniltheu a head xvas caught 
on the blade and landed outside the 
breastworks. The meeting was a 
harmonious one and decidedly Inter- 
esting to the large audience which 
liad gathered In the court room to 
observe, learn, erilieiie" or commend. 
Mayor Uruwti called the council tn 
order promptly at 7:3> and delivered 
his first annual message. It xvas as 
follows, and is a commendable and 
business-like outline of xvork for the 
first year.

"At this, the first meeting ol the 


Common Council of our crty, it Is but 
proper that the mayor should Inaug- 
urate the custom of discussing the 
various public matter? wh'ch are to 
claim your attention during tfcatenn 
of olEtx- for which you hnve l>em 
elected. It Is a!s<i cxpettitl and re- 
quired i>f him to make- such recom- 
mendntTocs ns he may deem pn>i>er.

IV-ntdU IWrlTKl from th» Frr« IJlt Va- 


drr lh« UcKlalrj Law. 


During the year before the MeKin- 


ley law xvent into operation, only one- 
third of the Imports into the United 
States wa* admitted free, and two- 
third* were subject to tariff duties, the 
figures being 34 per cent, of the total 
Imports free and M per cent- dutiable. 
The proportion of free imports during 
that year was above the average_of the 
seven years daring which the txriff law 
of 1SS3 was in operation. 


A great change was wrought in thi* 


respect by the MeKinley law. Under 
its provisions, more than half the im- 
ports into the United State* are admit- 
ted free of dut7 and Ics* than one-half 
are subject to dutie*. Thu* the govern- 
ment's report of import* for the seven 
months to February 1. U34. ^ow: 
Free of duty, ti04.943.74J. or 54.59 per 
cent.;' dutiable. tl«7,COjs5-Jl, or 4X11 
per cent. 


And yet the MeKinley law give* 


more complete protection than the law 
of 1SSS. It placed on the free list im- 
port* of articles which we do not pro- 
duce at all. or cannot produce In quan- 
tities sufficient for our needs—sugar, 
for instance; and placed on articles of 
the same kind as we can and do produce 
enough to supply our wants. The Wil- 
son bill take* the opposite plan.
